The Hadleigh estate consists ul

.1,100 acres are in occupation of the 
Colony, and used fur the reclamation 
and training 01 men in agricultural 
work.

On down the broad estuary, pass- 
ing some of the old "wooden walls'' 
of England (battleships,!, now used 
as training ships. The multitude oi 
large and small ships, from great 
ocean liners down to barges and 
lighters, which are so numerous and 
picturesque as'thcy go propelled by 
large sails, or great sculls, go to give 
an animation pleasing In the eye. 

One item of special iiileiest is the 
large freighter lying 011 one aide on 
the mud flats on 
being low, wc ca 
vessel above wa 
laid bv a collJsio 
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The Thames widens and the at- 
mosphere clears, and we pass Green- 
wich N'aval School and the famous 
observatory. Further down the 
river the great naval biise 01 Shcer- 
ness is seen on the left, also .1 half- 
dozen Dreadnoughts, On the right 
is Sontbend.oii-sca, with its inag- 
uincciit pier, a mile and a quarter 
long, at which wc land. Here we 
are soon on the electric cars, and. as 
the writer remarked, taking a car 
ride on the sen. 

We arc soon in Southend, where a 
subtle holiday atmosphere pervades 
cvervthing. and arc escorted bv 
Commissioner Lamb in the restaur- 
nut. where a delicious lunch had 
hern provided. Ueal EnRiteh roa*t 
beef", roast potatoes And "Yorkshire." 
and a sulcndid appetite to hely make 
things interesting. 

Lunch over, motor curs were at 
the door, and iu we climbed, tn be 
whirled away through the beautiful 
city and luxuriant country around, 
out in those country- lanes "which 
have inspired poets to the most ele- 
vated thought and flowery language.' 
U'c passed the birthplace of Anne 
Bblcvji, one of the wives of Henry 
VITL Aliout ten mSles from South- 
end wc came to Hadleidl Village, at 
the end of whose High Street is situ- 
ated St. James Church, an ancient 
building dating from about 1135. 



We passed tlie splendidly-worked 
market - gardens, at which great 
quantities of sea kale, asparagus, eu- 
cumliiTS, marrows, arc raised, as 
well as all the ordinary vegetables 
for the London market.
